Dear Dr. Thonteson: My 
daughter has gone to many 
doctors and they Just give her 
medicine to relieve her sneez¬ 
ing. She sneezes till she gets 
weak, one right after another. 

But no one has ever said 
why. Could you give us any 
reason? She has lived in 
North Dakota, Iowa. Texas 
and Florida, and still she 
wakes up sneezing, sneezing, 
sneezing. Is there anything 
that would help her? She is 39 
now — Mra. W.M. 

Even at this distance I can 
make a pretty shrewd guess 
as to what is making her 
sneeze. She’s allergic to some¬ 
thing. 

Allergic to what? Ah, 
there's the pinch! It's one 
thing to spot an allergy-, but

something else to figure out 
exactly what she's allergic to. 

Right off the bat I'd suggest 
she go to an allergist, and 
have him conduct some tests 
and study her case. If she can 
stick with the same physician 
for some length of time, she'll 
have a chance of finding out 
what is bothering her. If she 
scoots from one to another, 
then nobody will have enough 
time to investigate the case 
thoroughly. Of course, the 
way she has moved from 


state to state, maybe 
•ouldn't help some of 
switching from doctor to doc¬ 
tor. 

Since the trouble persists 
from Dakota to Florida, we 
can assume it isn't something 
in a local climate, but rather 
some common substance that 
makes her sneeze. If it hap¬ 
pens mostly when she’s in 
bed. a good starting place is 
to do some simple experi¬ 
menting to see whether 
feathers in her pillow bother 
her. 

Some folks are allergic to 
wool, others to dust, still 
others to various kind* of fab¬ 
rics. Since so many things 
can be responsible, It takes a 
physician with experience (an 
allergist, in other words * to 
help track down the likeliest 
possibilities.

S OME COMPROMISING must be made it then* 
is ever to be peace in Ireland, but it is unlikely 
that much can be gained from the Canadian fed¬ 
eral experience for use as a possible pattern for 
meeting minority rights and claims in Ulster. 

Nevertheless some close looks have been 
taken, apparently, at French Canada history and 
how our constitutional garment might be cut down 
to fit Northern Ireland. 


The Times of London says that if the British 
government is thinking in terms of some form of 
federalism to ease the conflict, it would be only nat¬ 
ural to look towards Canada and what has hap 
pened hei*e since confederation because “the British 
North America Act of 1867 is basic to all subse¬ 
quent British thinking and constitution making to 
meet difficulties of minorities . . 

The BNA Act, of course, is a compromise over 
French determination to remain a distinct people 
within an English-majority country, and while the 
parallels are not close, there are some basic simi¬ 
larities. 

To apply the Canadian constitution to Ireland, 
It would ha^e to be decided who's who. Would the 
Catholic minority of Ulster be seen as requiring 
“Quebec status’* within Northern Ireland, or the 
United Kingdom, or would Protestant Ulsfer he 
seen as the new Quebec within a united but federal 
Ireland? 

The Times points out that Ulster Catholics, 
since 1969, have become largely republican, the po 
litieal unification of Ireland is widely debated, and 
Dublin’s ambition now Is as keen as was Washing¬ 


ton’s In early days of Canada for the unification of 

all of North America. 

A basic reason for the alienation of its Catho¬ 
lic minority has been the Northern Ireland govern¬ 
ment’s failure to give them either a homeland or 
partnership in its top political and economic opera 
tion. And The Times parallels: “If the Canadian 
precedent of the 1860s (BNA Act) was to be fol¬ 
lowed in this sense, the solution would be to give 
the Catholics a regional government of their own, 
linked to some federal authority in which they 
would have a strong voice.” 

But the difficulty here is that Quebec never 
wished to break away to the “overwhelming neigh¬ 
bor” to the south. For a federated Northern Ire 
land, moreover, the true federal authority would 
have to be the British parliament where the voices 
of both Ulsters, Catholics and Protestants, would 
be very small. Nor are the Catholics of Northern 
Ireland so solidly and territorially grouped as t,he 
Quebec French were and are. 

The southern republic could draw very dif¬ 
ferent conclusions from the Canadian experience 
by looking at It the other way around. As The 
Times points out: “Then the two million Protes¬ 
tants become the Quebec problem of Ireland, and 
the question would be: what sort of Irish equiva¬ 
lent to the BNA Act would secure their adhesion to 
an all Ireland federal authority?” 

It would take some large-scale compromising, 
larger perhaps than the two factions could ever ac¬ 
cept. And as far as that goes, the Canadian exam 
pie seems all too often ready to break through the 
seams. 


Mr. Mintoff Slams the Door 


HTHE ON-AGAIN, OFF-AGAIN negotiations be- 
A tween Great Britain and Malta’s Prime Min- 
. ister Dorn Mintoff appear to have broken down 
without hope of repair, the military bases which 
served Britain so well in time of war are now to be 
denied her and her allies In the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. Mr. Mlntoff’s price for a con¬ 
tinuing accommodation was simply too high. 

At this final meeting It was expected Britain’s 
Prime Minister Edward Heath would offgp a com¬ 
promise on behalf of his government and the inter¬ 
ested NATO allies, increasing the offer of economic 
aid to Malta without raising the $36.4 million a 
year rental bid. This was the limit the Western na 
tions were prepared to pay. Mr. Mintoff wanted 
$48.8 million. What economic assistance may have 
been suggested over and above the $18.2 million 
granted over the next seven years was not dls- 
. c losed. It was not enough for Mr. Mintoff. 

So, ofae again London has ordered the mili¬ 
tary evacuation to proceed. 

Meanwhile, negotiations apparently continue 
between the United States and Greece for base fa 
cllities in the Piraeus for the Sixth Fleet. The Sovi 
ot Union angrily denounces this arrangement as 
“counter to the interests of peace and relaxation of 
tension in Europe.” And the assumption is that 


Russia will attempt a counter-move, either to dis¬ 
courage the Greeks from making the Piraeus facili¬ 
ties available or by finding some other means of 
maintaining advantages already wonfn the eastern 
Mediterranean — the fleet accommodation at Alex 
andria and Mersa Matruh, for instance. 

It is also perfectly possible, in view of Mr. Min- 
toff’s refusal to entertain the generous British 
offers, that Moscow has persuaded him that there 
is a better bargain in that direction. 

This invite* an interesting speculation. Would 
Mr. Mintoff, with his one-seat majority in the 
Malta parliament, iurvive a test of policy of this 
nature? The people of Malta are deeply religious, 
with the natural distrust of the godless their beliefs 
encourage. Already by denying base services to the 
British and NATO forces, Mr. Mintoff has caused 
the rate of unejnpkrysaent to soar and further agi¬ 
tated an already teetering economy. He can scarce¬ 
ly be said to have achieved a peak of popularity. 

A change of government Would be an advan¬ 
tage to the Western powers, even if It did no more 
than assure the neutralizing of the military facili¬ 
ties at Malta. f > 

But with Mr. Mintoff gone — who knows? 
There might be still another round of talks about 
the bases.

I SHOULD like to correct the 
erroneous impression which 
may have been left with your 
readers by Mr. K. G. Farqu- 
harson’s letter of Feb. 26. Re¬ 
ferring to MacMillan Bloedel 
Properties Limited, Mr. Far- 
quharson asserted that dispos¬ 
al of certain lands by this 
company would result in re¬ 
duced flow of fibre to MB 
mills and loss of Jobs. Mr, 
Farquharson then attempted' 
to relate this to our ojVposition 
to allenaUon of other land* In 
TFLa 21 and 27 adjacent to 
Pacific Rim National Park, 
citing it as evidence that MB 
places profits ahead of public 
ihtereat. 

The facts are these: 

MB Properties Limited will 
dispose of certain lands which 
no longer serve their original 
purpose. Many of the tracts 
are part 61 large -second- 
growth ‘ forest blocks acquired 
by purchase many years ago 
to sustain, in part, the timber 
requirements of the com¬ 
pany’s mills. Today, some of 
these properties adjoin rapid¬ 
ly growing communities on 
Vancouver Island and we re¬ 
cognize that, because of popu¬ 
lation pressure, they cannot 
be retained for the long 
period of time necessary to 
bring a young forest to matu¬ 
rity. SUil other parcels of land 
are of marginal vahie for 
timber growth because of 
massive rock out-croppings, 
etc., but they are well-suited 
to weekend or yfcae-rftund res¬ 
idential development. 

In order to fulfill its wood 
requirements, MB continues 
to acquire, when possible, 
other properties with high 
timber growth capability to 
replace the properties dis¬ 
posed of as real estate. There¬ 
fore, there Is no threat to 
fibre supply or to jobs. 


With respect to the other 
point, there is no parallel, as 
suggested by Mr. Farquhar¬ 
son, to the extensive with¬ 
drawals of highly productive 
Crown forests from TFLs 21 
and 27 as proposed by the 
Sierra Gub. That organization 
seeks these lands for single- 
purpose wilderness to be 
added to the presently desig¬ 
nated Life-Saving Trail, Chee- 
what Lake drainage, south of^ 
Nltinat Lake, and the lakes 
and fine haya at the Cape 
Beale-Bamfleld end of Pa¬ 
cific Rim National Park. 
Since the Foreat Service doea 
not have other Crown lands 
available to replace the high 
forest growing capacity that 
would'be lost, the Sierra Club 
proposal Is in fact a threat to 
fibre aupply and Jobs.

of public service unions to ig¬ 
nore the law. 

But then when bargaining 
sessions between unions and 
management got hung up. 
Bryce Mackasey really shone 
as labor’s champion. 

He hung in. there as The Big 
Negotiator to the bitter end, 
literally buying off the strike 
with fat settlements. 

Strange role, and stranger 
performance for a labor min¬ 
ister who traditionally is sup¬ 
posed to be neutral, dealing 
even-handedly between unions 
and management.

Lets say we have just left Bordeaux, 
driving southeast along the Garonne 
River, passing in turn the vineyards of 
Cerons. Barsac and Sautere on our 
right, to Langon. where there is arj ex¬ 
cellent restaurant, the Oliver, on the 
small market square. 

By rights, after Vordeaux (Before it. 
many would insist > any sort of wine 
logic should take us to Beaune and Dijon 
and the Golden Slope of Burgundy, which 
those cities preside over. There are end¬ 
less. and fruitless arguments about 
whether Burgundy or Bordeaux produces 
the greater red wines; what there i* 
hardly any argument abodtit all is that, 
Whichever order the two are put in, they 
are No 1 and No. 2 in the world. 

Bordeaux has the advantage in quan¬ 
tity; there is far more of the best of Bor¬ 
deaux than there is of the best of Bur¬ 
gundy. On the other hand, while Bor¬ 
deaux (in Sautemes and Barsac) pror 
duces magnificent sweet table wanes, it 
has nothing to equal the dry white wines 
of Burgundy, the best wines of Mon- 
trachat, Meursault, Gorton and Chablis- 
— nor. for that matter, has anywhere 
else. 


But. having acknowledged the logic of 
going directly from Bordeaux northeast 
across FYance to Burgundy, we are 
going elsewhere. And crossing to the 
north side of the Garonne at Langon, we 
go due east through such places as Mar- 
mande, Cancon and Fumel, hardly house¬ 
hold words even in their own county, to 
Cahors. Cahors. in case the map is not at 
hand, is due north of Toulouse — and 
what arc we doing there? 

To the best of my knowledge, no bot¬ 
tle of the wine of Cahors is available in 
Canada, or ever has been. But that may 
change (although I say it with no great 
confidence, knowing our liquor control 
hoards) because, as the prices of Bur¬ 
gundies and Bordeaux climb out of sight, 
wine-sellers must be on the lookout for 
other, less expensive, but still good, 
wines to add td“their lists. %

In addition, Cahors gives us an oppor¬ 
tunity to go into the question of the cer¬ 
tification of French wines, because 
Cahors only last year was elevated from 
a VDQS wine (Vins Delimites de Qualite 
Superieure) to an Appellation Controllee 
wine.

tween 1916 and 1934, it was 
only about nine years ago that 
anyone demonstrated any real 
interest in the vast slice of 
desert on the north-western 
shoulder of Africa. ><f 

Even the Madrid govern¬ 
ment itself had been ne¬ 
glectful of the 125,000 square- 
mile region (more than half 
twfsize of metropolitan Spain) 
that was once described by a 
cartographer as having "more 
people than trees, more 
camels thah people and more 
useless emptiness than any¬ 
thing." 

But in 1963 oil prospectors 
stumbled across an unexpect¬ 
ed bonanza at Bu Craa, about 
80 miles south of the Moroc¬ 
can bonier and the world’s 
largest known deposit of pure 
phosphates.

Economic Growth Spells Doom—Within 70 Years

symposium at the Smith¬ 
sonian Institution. 

Such officials as Indian am¬ 
bassador L. K. Jha, Secretary

B. Chenery warned that any 
attempt to curtail economic 
growth around the world will 
create immense political 
problems, including height¬ 
ened risk of war and revolu¬ 
tion. 


But Ric hardson sternly cau¬ 
tioned the other participants 
against taking the MIT study 
lightly. He noted that despite 
liberal allowances for pro¬ 
spective technological 
breakthroughs and new re¬ 


source discoveries, the com¬ 
puter-based "global model” 
developed by the researchers 
unswervingly concludes that 
economic growth is doomed.

Lets say we have just left Bordeaux, 
driving southeast along the Garonne 
River, passing in turn the vineyards of 
Cerons. Barsac and Saute re on our 
right, to Langon. where there is aft ex¬ 
cellent restaurant, the Oliver, on the 
small market square. 

By rights, after Vordeaux (Before it. 
many would insist) any sort of wine 
logic should take us to Beaune and Dijon 
and the Golden Slope of Burgundy, which 
those cities preside over. There are end¬ 
less. and fruitless arguments about 
whether Burgundy or Bordeaux produces 
the greater red wirier; what there is 
hardly any argument a Unit at all is that. 
Whichever order the two are put in. they 
are No. 1 and No. 2 in the world. 

Bordeaux has the advantage in quan¬ 
tity; there is far more of the best of Bor¬ 
deaux than there is of the best of Bur¬ 
gundy. On the other hand, while Bor¬ 
deaux (in Sautemes and Barsac) pror 
duces magnificent sweet table wines, it 
has nothing to equal the dry white wines 
of Burgundy, the best wines of Mon- 

trachat, Meursault, Corton and Chablis- 
— nor, for that matter, has anywhere 
else.

But. having acknowledged the logic of 
going directly from Bordeaux northeast 
across France to Burgundy, we are 

going elsewhere. And crossing to the 

north side of the Garonne at Langon, we 
go due east through such places as Mar- 
mande, Cancon and Fumel. hardly house¬ 
hold words even in their own county, to 
Cahors. Cahors. in case the map is not at 
hand, is due north of Toulouse — and 
what are we doing there? 

To the best of my knowledge, no bot¬ 
tle of the wine of Cahors is available in 
Canada, or ever has been. But that may 
change (although I say it with no great 
confidence, knowing our liquor control 
hoards) because, as the prices of Bur¬ 
gundies and Bordeaux climb out of sight, 
wine-sellers must be on the lookout for 
other, less expensive, but still good, 
wines to add to‘ their lists. t 

★ ★ ★ 

In addition, Cahors gives us an oppor¬ 
tunity to go into the question of the cer¬ 
tification of French wines, because 
Cahors only last year was elevated from 
a VDQS wine (Vins Delimltes de Qualite 
Superieure) to an Appellation Controllee 
wine. On or the other of those terms on 
the label of a bottle of French wine is 
the custodier's guarantee that he is get¬ 
ting what he thinks he is getting. 

Before the system of certifying wines 
by menas of the Appellation Controllee 


came into effect, beginning in 1935. there 
was a good deal of fakery — as there 
still may be where bulk sales are in¬ 
volved. 

Only a few years ago. there was a 
scandal in Britain about merchants 
stretching Burgundies (as the practice is 
so delicately referred to) by mixing in 
quantities of cheaper wines with the Bur¬ 
gundy they had imported in barrel. The 
French control laws, of course, are not 
enforceable on wane bottled and labelled 
outside the country. 

★ ★ it 

Some 200 French wines have been 
drought under the Appellation Con¬ 
trollee laws, which define the district in 
which the wine of a given name may he 
raised, the grape varieties that may be ' 
used, the maximum permitted yield per 
acre un general, quality goes down as 
the yield goes up), the method to he em¬ 
ployed in the making of the wine, the 
degree of alcohol which it must attain — 
in short, everything which contributed to 
that wine's characteristics. And the laws 
are enforced. 

More recently, a second category of 
such certified wines was added the 
VDQS wines. It will be evident that, 
since these were passed over the first 
time round, they are the wines of lesser 
districts. However, they are lesser dis¬ 
tricts in many cases only in that they 
are smaller districts, less important in 
the total wine trade. 

In any case, the AOC (Appellation 
d’Origine Cbntrollee) and the VDQS laws 
are not a guarantee of quality, except 
that all of the best are covered by one or 
the other; they are a guarantee that 
what purports to be a bottle of St. Julien 
is not 50 per cent Spanish or Algerian. 

Cahors is a name which slipped, very 
nearly out of sight for a long time, but - 
has )>een coming back, as witness its 
elevation to an Appellation Gontrollee. At 
one time, large quantified were shipped 
to Britain. Peter the Great of Russia 
was a devotee. What contributed to the 
decline was a degree of success -as an 
agent for doctoring other wines. 

★ ★ ★ 

The wine of Cahors is very dark; it 
has been called the Black Wine of 
Cahors. For a very long time before the 
advent of the control laws, merchants of 
Bordeaux in bad years were not al>ove 
dosing their own too-light wines with the 
more vigorous wines of Cahors. 

As a tributary of Bordeaux, as the 
Lot. on which Cahor is located, Is a trib¬ 
utary of the Garonne, Cahors went dowh- 
hill until, eventually, a good deal of its 
former acreage was taken out of produc¬ 
tion altogether. 

The road back has been a long one. 
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reach the limits of the earth 
to supply food and other ma¬ 
terial* and accept population 
and pollution, given the eco- 
n o m i c and technological 
forges currently in motion. 

The conclusion: These 
“physical limits to growth^ ai* 
likely to be encountered in the 
lifetime of our children.” 

The study focuses on five 
major variables: the world's 
total “nonrenewable supply of 
resources” (metal, rock, en¬ 
ergy) plus the level of popula¬ 
tion, the amount of pollution, 
fhe rate ol industrial output 
per capita and the amount of 
food production per capita. 

* * * 

Using techniques developed 
•over a decade of research by 
another MIT professor. Jay C. 
Forrester, the Meadow* team 
produced its own “model” -- 
a $enes of dozens of mathe¬ 
matical equations designed to 
take into account the factors 
that influence each of these 
variables and how they influ¬ 
ence each other. 

Meadows acknowledged 
that his team was more cer¬ 
tain about some of these rela¬ 
tionships than others. For ex¬ 
ample. he said, very little is 
known about how fast mount¬ 
ing levels of pollution will 
Jjegin to decrease life expec- 
tancy. 

* * * 

But in using equations for 
this and other relationships 
that can only be guessed at. 
he added, the researchers 
tested different possible ver¬ 
sions to see if variations 
changed the’ general conclu¬ 
sions. The conclusions held 
up. Meadows said.' 

Resource consumption, pop¬ 
ulation and the other factors 
are all growing currently at 
an “exjionential’’ rate, the 
study found. That is. instead 
of growing by a fixed amount 
each-year, they are growing 
by a fixed percentage each 
year. This pattern, according 
to the MIT computer model, 
cannot be sustained. 

♦ * * 

Early in the next century, 
according to the model, the 
extension of food, industrial 


output and population will 
begin to consume so much of 
the world’s resources that 
soon not enough will be avail¬ 
able to use for new machinery 
and equipment. 

When that happens, output 
will begin to fall. Population 
will continue growing for a 
while, until available food and 
medical services decline so 
much that there is a sharp 
increase in the death rate 
from illness and malnutrition. 

★ * * 

Such a conclusion may not 
seem surprising to some ad¬ 
vocates of zero population 
growth and other environ¬ 
mentalist movements. 

But by varying the assump¬ 
tions of their model, the MIT 
researchers found that steps 
such a* better birth control 
technology, new source* of en¬ 
ergy sod more intensive pol- 
lutkm control cannot by them¬ 
selves improve the conclu¬ 
sions much. 

For example, assuming un¬ 
limited amounts of nuclear¬ 
generated power that permits 
massive recycling of natural 
resources also results in col¬ 


lapse of the world economic 
system before the year 2100. 
The reason: huge increases in 
pollution. » 

Even assuming “perfect 
birth control” — under which 
every family has precisely the 
number of children it wants 
— doesn’t solve the problem. 
Industrial output grows so 
fast, in this computer-simulat¬ 
ed world, that resources are 
depleted and pollution reaches 
fatal levels. 

What “works,” according to 
the model, is a decision tp es¬ 
tablish a “global equilibrium' 


in which the number of births 
is set equal to the number of 
deaths, so that population 
cannot^grow, and no new ma¬ 
chinery or other capital is 
created except to replace 
what wears out. 


In such a world, there 
would eventually be twice as 
much food available per per¬ 
son as there is today, the 
model found. Incomes would 
average $1,800, triple the 
world rate today.

cognize the Nouakchott gov¬ 
ernment: Rabat, in fact, in- a 
sisted that Mauritania was- 
Moroccan v territory. 

The United Nations in 1964 
called for a referendum in Sa¬ 
hara to determine whether 
the people wanted indepen¬ 
dence. Similar recommen¬ 
dations have been made since 
then. 

The Madrid government 
dragged its feet on the refer¬ 
endum, taking advantage of 
the Morocco-Mauritania poli¬ 
tical vacuum to play one 
claim off against the other. 

But in the spring of 1970 
Rabat finally recognized the 
Nouakchott government and 
dropped its claims to Mauri¬ 
tanian territory. In September 
of the same year, King Has- 
san of Morocco. President 
Moktar Ould Daddah of 
Mauritania and President 
Houari Boomedienne of Al¬ 
geria . met to declare their 
common support for Saharan 
independence. 

Two months later, the UN 
again called on Spain to set 


an early date for a referen¬ 
dum. 

The political cards were 
now definitely stacked against 
Madrid, but still it refused to 
negotiate over Saharan sover¬ 
eignty Insisting that the re¬ 
gion’s destiny was a matter to 
be decided by the Saharan 
people themselves. 

Madrid maintains that the 
Sahara, with no economic In¬ 
frastructure of its own and a 
per cajpita income of only $30 
a year, could not function as 
, an independent entity. The al¬ 
ternative to Spanish occupa¬ 
tion as Madrid sees it, is par¬ 
tition between Moroccq, and 
Mauritania. 

Spain is understandably 
anxious to protect its enor¬ 
mous if belated investment in 
the Sahara. The government- 
run Instituto Nacional de In¬ 
dustrie (INI) has spent an es¬ 
timated $160 million on min¬ 
ing, transmit, housing and 
port facilities at Bu Craa and 
the coastal capital of A1 
Aaiun. By the end of this 
year. TNI expects to be ex¬ 
porting three million tons of 
phosphates annually. 

This will further cut. Into 
Morocco’s share of the world 
market, now already below 27 
per cent.

The Union of B.C. Munici¬ 
palities told a legislative com¬ 
mittee Monday under certain 
conditions incorporation of 
fringe areas adjoining munici¬ 
palities should be mandatory. 

In a submission to the se¬ 
lect standing committee on 
municipal matters, the UBCM 
suggested criteria for initia¬ 
tion of incorporation proce¬ 
dures in unorganized terri¬ 
tories. 

As soon as these criteria 
have been attained, the brief 
said, the municipal affairs 
minister should appoint a com¬ 
mission of inquiry to deter¬ 
mine whether the area should 
become part of the adjoining 
. “hosj’' municipality or incor¬ 
porate on its own. 

Suggested criteria are: a

Thanks to prosecutor John 
Macintyre. an 18 -year-old Col- 
wood area resident will serve 
only one month in jail even 
though Judge William Ostler 
said Tuesday in Victoria Pro¬ 
vincial Court that “I think 
you deserve more.”

A Washington State ocean engineering firm has success¬ 
fully cultivated pan-size salmon on a commercial scale in 
saltwater enclosures in FTiget Sound. 

The salmon are being marketed fresh and frozen, dressed 
heads on, in the eight to KMnch range. 

The project has been conducted in cooperation with the 
National Marine Fisheries Service which provided technical 
advice and facilities, the Washington State department of 
fisheries and the University of Washington. The firm. Ocean 
Systems, initiated a commercial scale demonstration in 
Puget Sound in 1970. 

Approximately 700.000 coho and 500,000 chinook fry were 
Initially used In the experiment. They were first placed in 
freshwater ponds where they were cultivated in a conven¬ 
tional manner except for the use of heat to accelerate 

growth. 

After four months they were transferred to Puget Sound 
and placed in net enclosures. Water circulation through the 
liens was caused by tidal currents; no forced circulation or 
aeration was employed. 

At the end of nine months. 230,000 coho and 270.000 
chinook had been placed into saltwater cultivation. Once in 
saltwater, feed conversions improved and growth acceler¬ 
ated. Predations by birds and dogfish was eventually elimin¬ 
ated with special nets.

A Washington State ocean engineering firm has success¬ 
fully cultivated pan-size salmon on a commercial scale in 
saltwater enclosures in Puget Sound. 

The salmon are being marketed fresh and frozen, dressed 
heads on, in the eight to KMnch range. 

The project has been conducted in co-operation with the 
National Marine Fisheries Service which provided technical 
advice and facilities, the Washington State department of 
fisheries and the University of Washington. The firm. Ocean 
Systems, initiated a commercial scale demonstration in 
Puget Sound in 1970. 

Approximately 700.000 coho and 500,000 chlnook fry were 
Initially used In the experiment. They were first placed in 
freshwater ponds where they were cultivated in a conven¬ 
tional manner except for the use of heat to accelerate 

growth. 

After four months they were transferred to Puget Sound 
and placed in net enclosures. Water circulation through the 
liens was caused by tidal currents; no forced circulation or 
aeration was employed. 

At the end of nine months, 230.000 coho and 270.000 
chinook had been placed into saltwater cultivation. Once in 
saltwater, feed conversions improved and growth acceler¬ 
ated. Predations by birds and dogfish was eventually elimin¬ 
ated with special nets.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - The 
movie industry is beginning to 
see some daylight through the 
dark clouds that have caused 
gloom for the last five years. 

“This year will lie better." 
That * the cautious optimism 
of most leaders of the film 
business. Their caution is nat¬ 
ural; 1971 was not a good 
year. But certain indications 
point to improvement in 1972 
of the long-ailing industry. 

Says Robert Evans, produc¬ 
tion chief of Paramount 
“Fewer and fewer people are 
going to ‘the movies.’ hut 
more and more F*ople are 
goint to 'a movie.’ If you can 
find-that movie that people 
urgently want to see. you can 
prosper.” 

Adolph Zudor. ^ 99-year-old 
founding father of the film in¬ 
dustry, expressed the same 
thought in a recent interview. 
"A company only needs one 
or two blockbuster pictures 
each year, and it can pay for 
all the other pictures that lose 
money." 


This represents the super¬ 
hit survival philosophy that 
dominates industry thinking 
hxtoy. It started with The 
Sound of Music, which as¬ 
tounded everyone by amass¬ 
ing $100 milliion in film ren¬ 
tals. Its success led 20th Cen¬ 
tury-Fox and other companies 
to invest many millions in try- 
ing to duplicate it, with near- 
bankrupt results. Fox's 
Hello, Dolly and Tcra Tora 
Tora cost $50 million and re¬ 
turned 41 million.

Long-awaited amendments 
to the Provincial Elections 
Act were brought down ui the 
legislature Tuesday night with 
no indication of any major 
changes. 

The bill clarifies the status 
of students attending universi¬ 
ty.

A htudy of nearly 1,000 men 
and women in the United 
States conducted over a 20- 
yoar period after being com¬ 
missioned by the American 
Heart Association "shattered" 
the association’s long cam¬ 
paign on the harm of animal 
fats when it was released in 
1970, he said. 

The results showed no asso¬ 
ciation between diet intake 
and the serum cholesterol 
levels in the blood stream 
"nor did the data suggest any 
relationship between diet and 
the subsequent development 
of coronary heart disease." 

"These findings do not 
mean that diet adjustments 
may not help minimize heart 
disease, but they do point out 


the need for more research 
Into the problem." 

He said the heart associa¬ 
tion did not accept the find¬ 
ings or "silence Its cam¬ 
paign." 

Bristow said the Harold 
Brunn Institute for Car¬ 
diovascular Research at 
Mount Zion Hospital in San 
Francisco released data on a 
10-yaar study showing there 
was "little doubt" milk, meat 
and cigarettes were to blame 
for the "alarming" increase 
in heart disease. 

"The culprit ... Is the In¬ 
creasing incidence and inten¬ 
sity of emotloftaiatress." 

In another study, involving 
850 people in the U.S. over an 
eight-year period, the results 
indicated the death rates of 
those on a normal diet and 
those on a unsaturated fat 
diet "were almost identical." 

Bristow said in view of 
these and other research find¬ 
ings researchers are emphat¬ 
ic that no aggressive effort 
should be made to change the 
diets of the population without 
much more study.

We are approaching now’ the time of 
the year when the female of the species 
gets that glint in her eye which por¬ 
tends that annual upheaval known as 
spring cleaning. Before the earthquake 
hits,. I’d like to get in a plea to include 
the houseplants in the scheduled items 
for spring cleaning. 

The poor things are looking more 
than a little woebegone by now. A 
winter indoors has taken away some of 
their shine and glamor, and dust has 
settled on the leaves, blocking their 
breathing pores and contributing to 
their hangdog appearance. 

The smooth-leafed plants need a bath 
badly, while the furry-leafed kinds 
should he dry cleaned to remove the 
grime of winter. 


For the plants with shiny leaves 
philodendron, rubber plant, maranta, 
•ansevleria, dleffer.bachia, lemon snd 
orange trees and the like there isn't 

anything more refreshing than a sponge 
bath with warm, soapy water. 

Use real soap, not a detergent, to* 
make the suds, and it is good insurance 
to add a little hug killer diazinon or 
malathkm at label rates, just in case 


there should be some insect pests 
present. 

Sponge each leaf on both sides, 
working from the base toward the tip of 
the leaf, and keep a sharp lookout as 
yoirwork for any tiny, shell-like depos- 
v its which tend to stick to the stems or 
the leaf surfaces. These will be scale in¬ 
sects which, for all their innocent ap¬ 
pearance, are sucking the life blood out 
^ of your plants while sheltering under a 
tiny igloo of hard shell. 

One common kind looks like sticky 
fleoks of varnish or shellac, a little 
^smaller than a grain of rice. If only a 
few ar£ found, they can be picked off on 
the point of a pocket knife and con¬ 
signed to the fire before they have a 
chance to breed and propagate their 
race. A more serious infestation calls 
for sterner measures, and one old-time 
remedy la to paint the colonies with an 
oil-based furniture polish 

Once the sponging is completed, go 
over the plant again with, clean, soft 
water. Even a mild soap might set up 
an irritation if not rinsed off. and in the 
case of the furniture polish treatment 
for scale ins ects, it is especially impor¬ 
tant to w'ash it off within the hour 

The plants with very hairy or furry 


leaves African violets, gloxinias, epi- 
scias, streptocarpus, coleus and the like 
— don’t take too kindly to sponging, and 
it is best with these subjects to rid their 
foliage of dust with a brush. A soft, new 
paint brush is excellent, and one of my 
neighbours keeps an infant’s hair brush 
handy for this job. 

* ★ ★ 

A big old Boston fern poses problems 
all its own, for it is obviously piuch too 
tedious a job to sponge all the individual 
fronds by hand, yet it suffers as much 
from wdnter grirhe and dust as much as 
any plant. Your best bet, with this sub¬ 
ject. is to wait for a gentle warm spring 
shower, then set your fern outdoors and 
let nature do the dean-up job for you. 

If you live in a district where the 
rain Is even dfrtior than the fern, set 
your plant in your shower stall and 
spray it with a pint of soft water to . 
which has heen added a taWespnonful of ‘ 
household ammonia, the .liquid kind. 

After spring cleaning your house- 
plants, they can l>e infused with new 
life by top dressing. Remove the top 
inch of soil from the pots, being careful 
not to injure or disturb any roots, and 
replace it wdth fresh soil enriched with 
a little very old rotted manure.

Nor is it limited to writers. 
Talented composers have 
been some of the worst off-, 
enders in this respect, start¬ 
ing wdth Sir Arthur Sullivan, 
who had contemi>t for the 
“trifles’’ he turned out with 
W. S. Gilbert, and subsequent¬ 
ly composed boringly 
“serious” music. 


Even so gifted a man as 
George Gershwin was not im¬ 
mune to this virus. At the 
height of his lame as a popu¬ 
lar composer, he gave up his 
career to go to Paris to study 
with Rachmaninoff, and wrote 
a couple of pretentious “con¬ 
cert” pieces of no musical 
value whatever. 

In our own time, Leonard 


Bernstein is the mos^ melan¬ 
choly example of a genius dis- 
satisifed with his limitations. 

A fine pianist. *a tremendous 
ronduclui, a splendid uumpus- 
er of light music, he keeps 
trying to write “significantly” 
in the classical vein, and fail¬ 
ing absurdly.

Why shouldn’t a. man be 
content to be able to give us 
the score for West Side Story 
and Candide and similar 
charming concoctions?

Making the announcement, 
the Nanaimo Harbor Commis¬ 
sion estimated preliminary 
coats at (8.75 million and 
commission chairman Doug 
Robinson predicted that the 
w*irk could generate spending 
of at much as $10 million by 
private industry. 

Horlaniation 
Of 165 Acre* 

The plan call* for the recla¬ 
mation of Ib5 acre* of land in 
the harbor for a large ship¬ 
ping terminal and industrial 
centre. 

There were two major rea¬ 
sons for drawing the plans, 
Robinson said 

• There it the need of the 
forest product* irxluatry for 
land for expansion and; 

• The creation of new jobs 
in the city as a result of the 
expansion. 

Th* work on the facilities 
will provide 425 new jobs, hut 
no starting date has been set 
yet At tests are continuing. 

"Using a factor of 10 to one 
new Jobs are applied 
against service industries and 
other needs, you can *ee that 
more than 4.000 new positions 
will be created by this devel¬ 
opment,” Rohlnaon said. 

"The construction of the fa¬ 
cilities. industries, etc., can 
also involve jobs and fresh 
money coming into the econ¬ 
omy *'l the area. ‘ 

The Coderal govemmen) is 
most insistent that develop¬ 
ment programs put together 
by ^he harbor commission 
have the financial capacity to 
repay their imlobuxbiess, Rob¬ 
inson said.

MIAMI (UPI) — Two black men wielding 
pistols and a sawed-off shotgun leaped 
alx>ard a commercial seaplane Tuesday, 
wounded the pilot and a mechanic and forced 
the co-pilot to fly.them and five terrified pas¬ 
sengers to Cuba. 

“Start this plane up and take us where we 
wont to go or I’ll shoot.” yelled one of the 
hijackers when he boarded the Chalk’s Fly¬ 
ing Service amphibian. 

“Go ahead ami sho»i." retoitej pi I t 
Jame4 Cothfon, wherupon the bandit shot 
him in the leg and the arm. Cothron either 


was pushed, or jumped, off the plane before 
it took off. 

When the shooting started one passenger 
scrambled off five plane and the mechanic, 
Douglass MacKenzie, 48. outside the plane, 
ran for a gun in his car. grabbed" It and 
turned toward the plane. He w-as shot three 
times in the stomach and was reported in 
critical condition. 

The hijacked plane beat a hastily or¬ 
ganized chase by police and coast guard 
helicopters and air force jet fighteMi to land 
at Havana’s airport shortly before noon.

Victoria psychiatrists are 
not awan* of any proposal so 
far in Canada to prohibit pro¬ 
scription of the drug imipra¬ 
mine, proscribed here under 
the name tofranil. for women 
of child-baaring age. 

A news story Monday from 
Canberra said the Australian 
health department had urged 
the country’s 18,000 doctors 
not to prescribe l ho dm;; 
under such conditions, follow¬ 
ing a rejiort last week by Dr. 
William McBride that he had - 
linked the drug to three cases 
of deformed ^children in Syd¬ 
ney, Australia. 

The Australian move was 
made “pending the drug eval¬ 
uation committee’s clarifica¬ 


tion of the current issue” — 
MoBride’s report: 

A. Victoria psychiatrist, who 
preferred to refnain uniden¬ 
tified, told the Colonist Mon-' 
■day night he was aware of no 
proposal to restrict use' Of the 
drug in prenatal cases. 

As an antt-depressHnt, he 
said, the drug has been used 
widely for years in'prescrip- 
(fans in the psychiatric field, 
but he had heard of no case 
on this continent linking to¬ 
franil with the birth of de¬ 
formed children. 

A second psychiatrist 
agreed with the wisdom of the 
Australian action in the light 
Of McBride’s report.
